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ABSTRACT 



The determination of when a child is ready to enter kindergarten or 
first grade varies from school district to school district. 
Currently, many school systems are reevaluating their criteria for 
school entry. In some school systems, chronological age appears to 
be the sole criterion; in others, social and learning readiness are 
also primary considerations. Frequently, educators turn to various 
testing procedures in order to make an objective determination of 
readiness. The 113^ entries contained in this bibliography, chosen 
after careful review of items retrieved from a computer search of 
five large data bases in education and psychology, should facilitate 
thisprocess.*

researchers, information specialists, and professional organizations 
by developing a current data base which includes: conference 
proceedings, ins true tional programs , manuals, position papers, 
program descriptions, research and technical reports, literature 
reviews, and publications which would not be widely disseminated 
otherwise. 



The ERIC Clearinghouse on Tests, Measurement, and Evaluation 
(ERIC/TM) is one of 16 ERIC clearinghouses located at universities 
and profe ^sional or gan i 25a tions across the country. ERIC/TM' s scope 
of interest includes tests and ether measurement devices, evaluation 
procedures and techniques, applications of testing, measurement and 
evaluation in educational projects or programs, human development, 
and learning theory. 

Each of the clearinghouses identifies, acquires, and processes 
documents and journal articles for announcement in one of the two 
ERIC monthly publications: Resources in Education (RIE) and the 
Current Index to Journals in Education (CUE). Clearinghouses also 
prepare literature reviews, state-of-the-art papers, interpretive 
reports, and b ib 1 iogr aphies in their area of expertise.

readiness* These procedures, instruments, and related studies form 
the basis of this bibliography of reports and journal articles. 

The items listed here were retreived in August 1975 through a 
computer search of five data bases: ERIC (both RIE and CUE), 
Psychological Abstracts (PA), Nat ionai Technical Information Service 
(NTIS) , Exceptional Child Education Abstracts, and Dissertation 
Abstracts International. 



RIE consists of resumes of education related document s and 
indexes to these resumes. CUE provides an index to the major 
educational periodical literature through detailed indexing of 
articles in approximately 700 education and education related 
journals. ERIC began collecting information for RIE in 1966 and for 
CUE in 1969. At the time of the search the data base contained all 
material announced in RIE and CUE through July 1975 . 

Psychological Abstracts , with a computer searchable da t a base 
covering materials announced from 1967 to present, provides summaries 
of published documents such as technical reports, journals, and 
monographs ' in psychology and related disciplines. NTIS, with a data 
base from 1964 to present, is the central source of reports on 
technology, science, business, and social science produced by 
hundreds pf federal, state, and local government agencies. 
Exceptional Child Education Abstracts, the official abstract journal 
of the Council for Exceptional Children , focuses on the educational 
problems of the gifted, and the physically, mentally, and emotionally 
handicapped. This c^ofcputer searchable data base covers material from 
1966 to present. Disjser tation Abstracts International's computer 
searchable data base,i which includ es d isser ta tions from 1967 to the 
present, is a massive! collection of doctoral dissertations, including 
a majority of those accepted in North America, plus a growing number 

of papers accepted at in s 1 1 tut ions ab road .

Bibliographic entries are alphabetically listed by personal or 
co^rporate author. With some variation, one of wwo formats is used: 
1) personal or corporate author, title, place of publication, 
publisher, date, pages, and alternate availability, or 2) personal 
author, title, journal name, volume, number, part, date, and pages. 

Abstracts or annotations of ERIC c i tat ions may be found by 
referring to the corresponding ED and EJ numbers found in RIE and 
CIJjE, while abstracts or annotations of other articles may be located 
by consulting the other data bases and using the author's name as the 
point of entry. ^ 

When a document is available through the ERIC Document 
Reproduction Service (EDRS), an ED number appears at the end of the 
entry. These documents are available in both hard copy (HC) and 
microfiche (MF) unless otherwise stated. 
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ERIC^microf iche cpllections are located in the United States and 
abroad. /A complete listing of these collection sites may be obtained 
from ERIC/TM* An order form containing current price lists for both 
MF and HC is appended. If a document has been announced in RIE but 
it is not 'available through EDRS, the symbol "//" follows the ED 
number.

A subject index consisisting of ERIC descriptors and identifiers 
for the entries is appended ; sub j ect intex numbers refer to the 
entries. Although ERIC document s and journal articles have an 
average of 10 to 13 index terms, a maximum of five descriptors and 
one identifier has been used in this index. Selection of terms was 
based on several criteria: index terms previously used for the 
document or j ournal ' art icle , translated into the ERIC language using 
the ERIC Thesaurus of Desc r i{>to rs ; the major points emphasized in the 
abstract, annotation, or original work; and, the key words found in 
the title of the document or journal article. Because we have been 
selective in choosing subject terms for each citation, users of this 
bibliography may wish to refer to the original citation in the 
appropriate data base in order to identify other subject terms used 
in indexing. 
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
